powers Promise to Aid 
Oriental Republic. 


BY PHILIP KINSLEY. 


Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Spe- 
dal.J—China was freed today from the 
menace of future secret treaties which 
would affect her territory or sovereign- 

At the same time, by the insistence 

of Japan, China was bound not to get 
herself into fresh trouble by giving 
away her rights. 

A resolution, proposed by Sir Auck- 

Geddes, was adopted by the nine 
gers in the committee on far east- 

ern affairs, in which the powers de- 
clare that it-is their intention not to 
enter into any trealy or arrangement 
which would impair the Root resolu- 
tion, adopted at the opening of the con- 
fere 
China build a stable government. 
‘ China asked for a resolution in which 
the powers would commit themselves 
not to enter into any treaty concerning 
China without consulting China. The 
delegates refused to make such a spe- 
sific promise, the objection being that 
treaty making power of the sovereign 
states would be limited. : 
Hughes Makes Promise. 

Secretary Hughes, discussing the 
treaty bar asked by China, observed 
“that there might be treaties affecting 
Ching not adverse to China, but it 
could be said that there would be no 
seret engagements.” 

Mr. Hughes advised the Chinese to 
qualify their claims. The official re- 

states: 

“He (Mr. Hughes) was sure that all 
understood the deep concern which 
had prompted the proposal of the 
Chinese delégation (Dr. Koo had re- 
dited the @vils that treaties and ‘spe- 

interests’ had brought to China) 
and that there was general sympathy 
with China in. her desire that there 
should be no engagements of any char- 
/ gcter interfering with the establish- 
ment of a sound, stable, and efficient 
ment in China, but note must 
taken of actual conditions. The 
question was, therefore, how could aid 
be rendered most effectually in the 
light of present circumstances.” 


China Must Sustain Herself. 


He referred to the Root resolutions 
asa “recognition of the fundamental 
fact that China alone could develop 
and maintain an effective. and stable 
government. This could not be done 
by others—China must do it herself, 
but other goverments could afford her 
the opportunity and possibility of do- 
ing 60. But there must be patience, 
development in China is an age long 
process. Our hurrying peoples must 
be patient, for the matter could never 
be worked out by coercion or by rous- 
ing the passive resistance of _ the 
Chinese people against interference in 
tier public affairs.” (This appears to 
bea recognition of the fact that Japan 
@anot be forced out of her Chinese 
rights, and that the international con- 
srtium cannot be put through in its 
present form.) 

Japanese Opposes Proposition. 

M. Hanihara, Japanese delegate, 
opposed the proposition, resting his 
case on the Root resolutions as they 
stand. He thought any addition would 
weaken them. He thought there was 
full publicity for treaties provided in 
the league of nations, and that any 
new treaty unfriendly to China would 
be so unpopular. that it must fall. 

Mr. Balfour opposed the original 
Chinese proposition. Replying to Dr. 
Koo’s oration concerning ‘spheres of 
Influence’ he said that so far as Great 
Britain was concerned this was a thing 
of the past. He said: 

“The British government had not 
the slightest wish to prolong a situa-

Five large fissures appeared yester- 
day in the solid political phalanx erect- 


tion at the ward committeemen elec- 
tions in the spring of 1920. 

The new developments, taken with 
State’s Attorney Crowe's declaration 
of independence of the city hall ma- 
chine, was declared by observers to be | 
the beginning of the end of the 
Thompson Tammany, the strongest po- 
litical machine ever assembled in Chi- 
cago. 

The new blow came when five of the

The sanitary district trustees contro 
the distribution of the largest aggrega- 
tion of political plums outside of the 
city hall itself and their absence is said 
to have caused a near panic in the 
Lundin-Thompson camp. 

Many things are said to have actu- 
ated the recalcitrants in their decision 
to quit the mayor. Among them are 
anger at the mayor for sticking to 
Chief of Police Fitzmorris, who, the 
committeemen say, has not played tair | 
with them politically; dissatisfaction 
with big political assessments levied by 
Fred Lundin, and his refusal to per- 
mit the committeemen to have much 
to say concerning patronage distribu- 
tion. 


More Expected to “ Quit.” 

Five more committeemen, Titus Haf- 
fa, George Hitzman, William H. Wes- 
bey, Thomas Curran, and Charles J. 
Peters, are reported to be considering 
joining the five committeemen who 
showed their disgust by not appearing 
at yesterday’s meeting. 

Mr. Curran was said to have been 
prepared to deliver a speech attacking 
Chief Fitzmorris at yesterday’s meet- 
ing. The mayor, however, in a speech 
outlining his policies toward street car 
fare reduction and law enforcement, 
declared that he didn’t propose to be 
“by friend or foe.” This 
threw a cold blanket on speechmaking.

U.S. AND JAPAN, 
ALONE, TO DECIDE 
ISSUE OVER YAP 


To Be Settled Outside 


of Conference. 
BY GRAFTON WILCOX. 
Washington, D. C., Dec. 8.—[Spe- 
cial.]—The Yap issue is to be settled 
outside the international . ~ms confer- 


ence. Agreement may soon be an- 
nounced. 
Negotiations between the United 


States and Japan on this subject are 


not to be disturbed by the Washington 
conclave, although it may be that a sét- 
tlement can be reached and reported 
to the conference as a matter of wel- 
come information to add to the expect- 
ed series of far eastern adjustments 
being undertaken here. 

The differences over Yap and estab- 
lishment of American cable rights on 
the island have been on the verge of 
sttlement for some time. There are re- 
ports from Tokio tonight quoting To- 
kichi Tanaka, acting vice minister for 
foreign affairs, as stating that agree- 
ment already has been reached on gen- 
eral outlines, and that only minor de- 
tails remain for readjustment. 

In official quarters here-there is sub- 
stantial verification of this. The Amer- 
ican authorities, according to Japa- 
nese advices, favor the application of 
the open door principle to the mandate 
islands, but this point is said still to 
be open. 


MANUFACTURERS 
CUT PRICES ON 
ROOFING 10 PCT. 


Reductions of 10 per cent in the 
prices of prepared roofing and asphalt 
shingles are announced by the manu- 
facturers. They declare the cut is 
made to “stimulate residential build- 
ing and to increase employment during 
the winter.”’ 

A telegram to Secretary Hoover, yes- 
terday, explained the purpose of the 
manufacturers: 

“This reduction represents a cut 
from the 1920 prices of 40 per cent and 
a reduction of 10 per cent from imme- 
diately preceding prices. The manu- 
facturers argue they confidently hope 
this will stimulate home building and 
employment; and state they prefer to 
operate for the next three months at 
little or no profit rather than close 
down their plants.” 


CHINESE RISE UP 
IN BIG PROTEST 
AGAINST JAPAN 


SHANGHAI, Dec. 8.—The Chinese 
quarter of Shanghai held a large mass- 
meeting and parade today as a pro- 
test against direct negotiations with 
Japan on Shantung. According to the 
circulars convening the meeting, the 
movement was planned to support di- 
rect negotiations on Shantung, the 
cancellation of the twenty-one demands 
and the settlement of other questions 
by the Washington conference as a 
whole. Today’s demonstration was 
participated in by merchants and stu- 
dents. Similar demonstrations were 
held elsewhere in the country yester- 
day.

Many Leave Irish Jails. 


There was the greatest jail delivery 
in the history even of Ireland today 
when the doors of jails and internment 
camps in Ireland were thrown open 
and nearly 4,000 men and women, un- 
convicted political prisoners, were re- 
leased. Great crowds of relatives and 
friends waited all morning outside the 
Dublin jails, and at 11:30 a. m. the 
prisoners began coming out in batches 
of twenty-five. There are still 2,000 
convicted Irish prisoners in English 
and Irish jails, and their release is ex- 
pected next week on the ratification of 
the treaty. 

The Irish delegates who arrived in 
Dublin from London this morning re- 
ceived a tumultuous welcome. All the 
delegates seemed optimistic and cheer- 
ful, and Michael Collins told question- 
ers he was glad to be back in Ireland. 
The delegates refused to discuss a re- 
port from Paris that Sean O’Ceilleaigh, 
the Irish envoy to Paris, was returning 


to oppose the settlement. O’Ceilleaigh | 


is an extremist who is supposed to 
have organized the recent gun running 
from Danzig in violation of the truce, 
but it is not expected that he will se- 
cure any formidable following in Ire- 
land. 

A strong feature in favor of the ac- 
ceptance of the treaty is the fact that 
Dail Eireann is composed of hand 
picked adherents—mostly command- 
ants of the Irish republican army— 
who take orders from Michael Collins, 
the commandant general.

In a room ten fvot square, and even that not 
his own, are living today Alvin C. York, his young 
wife, and his baby son. 

‘Not a foot of the land for whose honor and 


- gecurity York fought himself into an undying fame 


belongs to this modest hero. 

When the war was over they pinned decorations 
on his breast—the Congressional Medal of Honor, 
the Distinguished Serviee Cross, the Croix de 
Guerre with Palms. Foch, in bestowing the French 
honor, told him: “ What you did was the greatest 
thing ever accomplished by any soldier of any of 
the armies of Europe.” 


Then he went back to the Tennessee mountains 
whence he came. York refused to capitalize his 
fame. He proposed to devote his life to the educa- 
tion of his people, the pure blooded American stock 
of the southern mountains. For them he gave a 
few lectures and made his unselfish appeal, with 
little effect.. No finer character has a place in our 
history. None finer exists in our literature. His 
feat in battle places him in the front rank of the 
heroes of war of all time, and his conduct as a 
man and a citizen in war and peace, his dignity, 
his devotion to the highest ideals of human serv- 
ice and sacrifice raise him to a higher plane than 
the fighting hero often occupies. 

To the people of the future, in the tradition 
which enriches the national memory and con- 
ecioustiess, the name of York will mean more than 
that of any general in this war. 


Yet this great hero lives today in his mother’s 
humble cabin among the hills, his own future un- 
provided for, his noble purpose balked. The roof 
over his head is not his. The Alvin York founda- 
tion for a school to teach his people of the moun- 
tains is not realized. The cheering crowds have 
forgot. The local gift isin abeyance. Last August 
a proposal to retire him with the rank and pay of 
captain “developed opposition” in the senate mili- 
tary affairs committee. 

What a picture of the ingratitude of republics! 
What a commentary on the shallowness of our 
emotions and the depth of our selfish preoccupa- 
tions! 

York is a name of glory in our history which 
will shine while the memory of heroism remains 
to our race. But today it is a blot on our good 
hame. While sentimentalists parade before the 
White House with banners demanding the release 
of Eugene Debs, conscientious objector, York, the 
conscientious objector, who did his duty on the 
field of battle and there covered the American 
name with glory, lives in the cabin among the 
Tennessee hills ignored if not forgotten. 

We hope Mr. W. N. Sharp’s proposal to make 
Alvin Cy York a part of our merriest Christmas 
will meet the response of TRIBUNE readers it de- 
serves. This is no call to charity. It is a call to 


justice and gratitude and national self-respect. 


But there is the case of another hero of the great 


war whose fate cagts a sorry light on our treat- 
ment of heroes in our “home of the brave. 


There 
is Samuel Woodfill of Belleview, Ind. , 

Foch put York before all the heroes of all the 
armies of the great war. Pershing, it has been 
reported, put Woodfill above York. On Woodfill’s 
breast they pinned the Congressional Medal of 
Honor, the Croix de Guerre with Palm, and the 
Order of Prince Danilo, tribute of the fighting 
mountaineers of Montenegro. In the field they 
made him lieutenant and then captain and as cap- 
tain he won the highest military Honor we can 
give. “Inspired by the exceptional courage dis- 
played by this officer, his men pressed on to their 
objective under severe shell and machine gun fire.” 

No one wants to compare the glory of Woodfill 
with the glory of York, though Gen. Pershing’s 
preference shows an unhappy predilection for reg- 


ular over civilian heroism. But what doeg this 


preference or the eminence of his service get Capt. 
Woodfill? 

It gets him demotion to a sergeantcy. 
: We know how generals and colonels and majors 
of honorable service at the front were demoted 
when the firing ceased. We know that a stupid 
fetich of seniority insisted upon this demotion and 
how congressional false economy cut the numbers 
But 
Woodfill was an exception and his case should 
have been provided for. In the terrific st#@ess of 
war he was good enough to receive a commission 
He proved 
himself an inspired leader of men and a fighting 
leader of the first water. |

private in the armies of France carried a field mar- 
shal's baton in his Knapsack, and he lived up to his 
principle to the last letter. His generals rose not 
only from the ranks but from the humblest walks 
of life, rose to command armies and even to wear 
crowns. For the arch-genius of war knew that 
in the great democracy of danger. there are no 
social castes, that victory is the only test, and that 
nothing he could do to inspire his armies could 
equal the assurance in every soldier's breast that 
valor and soldierly skill were the sole and certain 
patent to reward. With this spirit Napoleon's 
legions swept Europe. 

Tue TRIBUNE has all respect for the ability and 
devotion of the American regular and for West 
Point, which has given. our armies its greatest 
commanders since Washington as well as the back- 
Bone of our militafy leadership.

Washington reports indicate that the United 
States is prepared to meet the Japanesestipula- 
tion that the fortifications in the Philippines and 
at Guam shall not be increased. As quid pro quo 
the Japanese will not fortify the Bonin and other 
outlying Islands. The British are asked to accept 
a similar agreement with regard to Hongkong. 

We doubt that the United States could put real 
fortifications at Guam with a naval base there 
and in the Philippines without'a war. We think 
Japan would fight to prevent it. The purpose of 


the United States is to avoid war. Therefore we 
do not think that an attempt will be made to give 


Guam a naval base. | 


It does not follow that. the Japanese agreement 
not to fortify certain islands means anything. It 
does not. It does not establish an equilibrium. 
It does not mean check against check. It does 
not change our position in the far Pacific in the 
least. The United States will be foolish to think so. 

So long as the United States has responsibility 
for the unprotected Philippines it has its fingers in 
a nut cracker. We ought not to be deceived by such 
a dicker as is reported proposed in Washington. 
It does not matter whether Japan fortifies its out- 
lying islands or not. Their ability to take the 
Philippines is not decreased by tie lack of fortifi- 
cations on Bonin island. Neither is our ability to 
defend the Philippines. - 

The United States can escape from its dilemma 
by giving up the Philippines or by neutralizing 
them. If America will not turn them loose it at 
least can ask Japan and Great Britain to guarantee 
their independence. * 

Great Britain will be almost forced to accede. 
If the Japanese got the Philippines they woyld be 
sitting on the neck of Australia. We can take 
our fingers out of the nut cracker by establishing 
a three party guardianship of the islands, 3

Prominence given in headlines to the.so-called 
“open shop” feature of the new working rules 
decision of the railroad labor board, we believe, 
wrongfully overshadows the more important point 
of that decision—namely: the discouragement of 
artificial limitation of production. 

The “open shop” feature is chiefly in the point 
that minorities may be represented before the 
board by any one they may choose instead of by 
representatives of the unions which constitute a 
majority of the workmen. This is not a restric- 
tion of the right of collective bargaining, but 
rather an extension of that right.g — 

The primary purpose and effect of the decision 
is the abrogation of rules which limit production 
and add to the expense of railroad operation. 

For instance, under the old rules workmen of 
three crafts might be required to open a locomo- 
tive boiler, disconnect wiring, and clean or replace 
tubes. One craft might have an hour’s work, an- 
other half an hour, and another four hours. Yet 
it would be possible, if there were no other job 
waiting, for each craft to charge for a minimum 
day, say of six hours. That would tend to keep 
three union men in jobs, but at prohibitive expense 
to the road. Under the new rules the craft which 
would have the four hours’ job could also do the 
others, working probably six hours and reducing 
the total cost perhaps by two-thirds, 

Under the old rules a breakdown on the road 
autamatically became a shop job.’ Under the new 
rules repairs may be made by the crew on the 
road. Obviously this saves considerable expense. 
Again, under the old rules skilled car men weré 
specified as the only ones who couki dismantle a 
wooden freight car, although it is not highly 
skilled work. Under the new rules unskilled men 
can do it at a saving of 25 to 50 per cent, 

To retain their present important place in our 
national economy, and to continue to win improved 
conditions of life for their members, as they have 
done in the past, the workers must realize that 
labor, railroad or industrial, cannot be paid out of 
some inexhaustible treasury, but.'must be com-

A USEFUL ANTISEPTIC. 
OON after the world war began in 
1914 it became known that sur- 
geons were dissatisfied. with the 
antiseptics generally used. 

It is true conditions were éxceptional- 
ly bad. The old method of sealing up 
wounds airtight by a first ald dressing, 
which had been found alt right in South 
Africa’ and Cuba, was proven to do more 
harm than good in France and Belgium. 
The wounds in the latter countries were 
very dirty and the dirt contained many 
germs derived from fertilizers. 

/When the harm from sealing wounds 
was shown the method was changed to 
one of open treatment or more nearly so. 
‘Sone of the antiséptics used wete found 
harmful and some usel : 

_ Whereupon, Wright started packing 
‘certain kinds‘ of wounds with ordinary 
table salt. This was too strong and a 5 
per cent, solution of table salt in water 
was given an extensive trial. For most 
cases that also proved too strong. 

Carrel and Dakin came along with an 
improvement on the old Labaraques so- 
lution, a solution of hypochlorite of lime 
in water. ees 
‘ This idea has been further elaborated 
and Dakin’s fluid and other fluids of 
about the same composition, but more 
stable and no more irritating, are avail- 
able and in general use. 


Dr. J. T. Pilcher reports success in the 

use of a solution made ag follows: 
Sulfate of quinine, 4 parts. 
Hydrochloric acid, 2 parts. 
Glacial acetic acid (98 per cent), 20 

parts. 

Salt, 70 parts.

Alcohol (90 per cent), 60 parts, 
Water enough to make 4,000 parts.

|THE RED HEAD STAYS WITH US 
THIS WINTER. 

E red-headed woodpecker, known 
to every bird lover because of his 
.gay clothes and noisy, vigorous 
kKer-r-ruck, is a good illustration 
of the fact that if nature provides 
enough food a bird will often ignore the 
calendar, not migrate, and spend the 
cold months in the north instead of in 


the south. 


A few years ago it was thought that 
the red-head went south in the fall and 
passed the winter in a warm, hos- 
pitable clime. But now we know that 
if there is a good supply of beechnuts, 
acorns, dogwood berries, or other food 
upon which the bird can keep busy 
during the winter he will stay with 
us the year round. 

This is apparently what is happen- 
ing this year. There has been an ex- 
cellent crop of acorns, and during the 
last couple of months the woodpeckers 
have been busy storing away these 
acorns for winter use. Several bird 
students have noted this stunt 

The habit of storing up food for 
future use is a characteristic of the 
red-head and leads him to utilize 
cracks in the bark and holes in trees. 
As he is an omnivorous feeder, he will 
often put away both vegetable and 
animal food. In fact, the red-head eats 
almost anything that comes along.

The house he has in the exhibit is 
designed to furnish plenty of fresh 
air, sunlight, dryness, and freedom 
from drafts.

may be built at a low cost with dura- 
bility and all of the modern and es- 
sential conveniences that go into the 
making of a good poultry house, fur- 
nishing comfortable quarters for a 
flock of twenty-five hens. 

Chicago poultry owners have trouble 
in the winter keeping their poultry 
houses dry. Prof: Jones points out in 
his demonstration that this is due to 
to a lack of proper ventilation. The 
moisture that comes from the chicken’s 
breath and droppings condenses and 
collects on the floors and walls unless 
the house is properly ventilated. The 
model house exhibited at the show is 
designed to eliminate the moisture. 

By studying the exhibits of home 
made feed hoppers, water fountains and 
similar equipment, city poultry keep- 
ers will be able to build their own 
houses and equipment at a compar- 
atively low cost.
